Aid Without Domination 



Perhaps no aspect, of thé United 
Nations Organization haa been aa 
practical as tfie . technical aid 
which Is administered under Dr. 
Hugh Keenleyalde, This adminis- 
tration was set up to. deal with 
elementary and .technical ëduca» 
tlon. . health, .soil; fertility, back- 
ward Industrial aiy) agricultural 
techniques,, weaknesses In ad- 
ministrative and fiscal pnlicirs 
and other difficulties. The nations 
of the UN have pooled their re- 
sourcei to give" technical assist- 
ance to any member' nation which 
requeiiU It. . ' . 
The most important feature of 
this aid is that the nation helped 
has ;pt all filmes' ■ complete veto 
ppyver . over." the jchemo and- it is 
even moulded to fit specific pre- 
judices at times.. 'This .eliminates 
any fear of foreign, domination 
through aid programs which the 
nations of Asia and Africa seem 
to fear so much. «Not^on ly that, 
but the govcrnmentwflBng' aldgd 
countries, miistipaifiidpatefi^^ in 
the scheme, even^to^iprae extent, 
in the finances. Thus the UN Tech- 
nical Assistance Administration em- 
braced^ the concept of self-deter- 
mination. This meant that the UN 
would not try and Impose' on the 
under-developed, nations the moral 
and cultural values oti the West, 
which is tho' reason for the wide- 
spread support for • the scheme 
among all nations, no matter what 
their Ideological background. 

But this haa been one of the 
greatest, problems of technical aid 
and one that la not easily solved. 
Dr. Keenleyslde himself has noted 
this problem. The difficulty lies 
in "the awakening of man's 
aoclal consciousness and hit real- 
iution .of- the' individual and 
;CODununlty values of such matters 
as education. Increasing the lei- 
sure of the worker without 
teaching him how to utilise the 
Increased time at his disposal 
will result In dissentlon and nn- 



reit.** ' Ko«^(B!iiThu7meaBt^thit 
the programme haa set out, not 
only to Improve living condl- 
tiiina bai: also to increase man's 
self-knowledge and hit abllltjr to 
live In harmony with hit fetlot«-a 
and to beeoihe a useful member 
of the community, ' 
This is one of the more àoubtful 
premises of the principles govern- 
ing foreign^ aid. For, it may be 
granted that man has to be adapted 
to .'an industrial economy. Man 
does noUby, nature easily conform 
to the monotony of thé production 
line. It takes years before It be- 
come;! a part of his natural life.
